BUSCH OFFERS 14,000 TONS OF 
COAL TO CITY IF IT IS NEEDED 


Supply Has Been Stored for 10 Years 
for Emergency Use at 
Brewery. 

August A. Busch and William Cot- 
ter, president of the Manufacturers 
Railway, today offered Mayor Kiel 
14,000 tons of Pittsburg coal, which 
Busch says has been stored for 10 
years at Utah and Second streets for 
emergency use at the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewery, for use in municipal 
buildings and coal yards in case of 
a coal famine. 

Busch said that the quality of the 
coal has not depreciated more than 
2 per cent and that he will only 
charge the city $4.90 a ton for it, 
less than he paid.* Pittsburg’ coal 
cannot be bought today and the city 
has paid $2.97 a ton for Illinois coal 
of inferior grade.

ing brightly. 

In the morning hours railroad 
traffic in and out of St. Louis was 
practically stopped and the street 
car service was so seriously ham- 
pered that thousands of St. Louis- 


ans were wrom half an hour to one 
hour late in reaching their places of 
business and employment. 

The discomfort of those who wait- 
ed for cars was increased by a brisk 
northwest wind which at times 
reached a velocity of 30 miles an 
hour. 

Cold Follows Snowstorm. 

The cold wave followed a heavy 
snowstorm which started yesterday 
morning and lasted until about 3 
p. m. With the cessation of snow 
there was a rapid fall in tempera- 
ture, and it became progressively 
colder through the night. 

Temperatures in the general cold 
wave ranged from 37 degrees below 
zero at O'Neill, Neb., to 12 above at 
San Antonio, Tex. Over the entire 
storm territory train service was 
practically suspended. In Chicago it 
was 10 below this morning. Central 
Illinois reported much colder weath- 
er. 

Number of Fires. 

The effort to meet the unusua! 
weather conditions by increasing the 
heat in residences and business build- 
ings caused several fires from over- 
heated stoves and furnaces. One of 
these fires resulted in the death of 
Joseph Chesnik, 78 years old, of 1524 
Hogan street, night watchman at the 
one-story frame office of the Mera- 
mec-Portland Cement Co., at the foot 
of Dock street.

COLD WAVE IN CENTRAL 
VALLEYS DISTRICT TO 
MODERATE TOMORROW 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12. 
(By A... P.).—The cold wave 
will continue in the East and 
South until Tuesday, when it 
will moderate some. In the 
plains states and central val- 
leys it will moderate Sunday 
and in the upper lake region 
on Monday. 

In a special bulletin to- 
day the Weather Bureau said: 

“The storm of Friday and 
Friday night, which was the 
most severe of recent years, is 
central this morning over ex- 
treme Western Ontario, with a 
barometer reading of 28.70 
inches. Heavy snows and 
rains and strong gales were 
general east of the Mississippi 
River and the storm is fol- 
lowed by the most extensive 
and severe cold wave of the 
season. 

- The line of zero temperature 
this morning extends into the 
northern portions of the East » 
Gulf States, and a temperature 
of 18 degrees occurred on the 
Middle Gulf Coast. In por- 
tions of Indiana the tempera- 
tures Saturday morning were 

20 degrees below zero and cold 
weather continues in the Plains 
States and the Northwest, but 
with some slight moderation 
since Friday morning. 

‘The cold wave will continue 
tonight and Sunday in the up- 
per lake region, the Ohlo Val- 
ley and the South, and include 
the lower lake region, the mid- 
die Atlantic states and New En- 
gland, with temperatures close 
to zero as far south as South 
Carolina. Temperatures below 
the freezing point are expected 
tonight in the southern Iimits 
of the Florida mainiand. Se- 
vere gales will prevail over 
Northern district. The cold 
wave will moderate during 
Sunday in the plains states and 
the central valleys; on Monday 
in the upper lake region and on 
Tuesday in the East and

RESTAURANTS A 
BE REQUIRED T0 
CONSERVE FOU 


New Federal Order, Forthcom- 
ing Scon, Also Will Make Dras- 
tic Rules Against Hoarding. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (By A. 
P.).—Enforced food conservation in 
restaurants and extension of anti- 
hoarding regulations to make them 
apply to the household are included 
in the plans of the Food Administra- 
tion for creating a larger export sur- 
plus of food for the allies. 

This was revealed in a statement 
by Food Administrator Hoover, set- 
ting forth that the allies are in need 
of an additional 75,000,000 to 90.- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and that 
they have asked America to double 
meat exports. Only by further sav- 
ing, Hoover declared, can the food be 
shipped. 

There is no need for rationing in 
America in Hoover’s opinion, and 
with the supplementary regulations 
there will be no shortages. 

Must Increase in Saving. 

“It is true that the allies need from 
75,000,000 to 90,000,000 bushels more 
| American wheat,” says the statement. 
| “It is also true we have already ex- 
| ported the theoretical surplus of last 
harvest over our normal consump- 
tion. The American people have 
‘Saved a considerable amount, esti- 
_mated from 25,000,000 to 50,000,000 
‘bushels, during the past five months 
/and we are exporting this saving. 
| “We cannot and will not export 
'more than our savings, for our own 
| people must also be fed. The allies 
| have reduced the bread ration to 
| their people sharply the last few 
| days and if this lowered ration is to 
'be maintained, we must save more 
than hitherto. 

“Every grain of wheat and every 
ounce of flour and bread saved now 
iis exactly that amount supphed to 
'some man, woman or child among 
ithe allies 
| ‘We are asking the American peo- 
| ple to further reduce their consump- 
tion of wheat products and use other 
|foodstuffs, instead, for the allies 
/must also have some wheat, as well 
‘as ourselves. It is one of the vital 
‘issues in winaing the war that we 
'must maintain the health and 
'strength and morale of their men, 
‘women and children over this win- 
| ter. 

_ Program Soon to Be Announced. 

“Our 48 State Food Administrators 
hve been in session in Washington 
‘the last few days devising with us a 
‘further program of saving which we 
| will announce in a few days, in which 
'we count with confidence on public 
| support. 

“The allies are also asking us if 
we can double our meat and pork 
product exports, as they must in En- 
gland, France and Italy further re- 
duce their meat and fat ration unless 
we can increase experts. We have 
replied that we will ask our people 
to save more, for we can only export 
our savings. 

“There need be no fear that our 
own supplies will not be protected, 
and if, as a result of misapprehen- 
' sion, anyone should attempt the pur- 

chase of foodstuffs for hoarding, it 
| will be robbing the allies of just that 
amount and is a violation of the food 
|law that will be followed up sharp- 
ily. We have ruled that the holding 
|of more than 30 days’ supplies by 
dealers, manufacturers, wholesalers 
and retailers constitutes hoarding, 
and the purchase of more than usual 
amounts by customers will likewise 
be so construed.

~ Discussing the effects of war on 
Federal legislation, Hughes expressed 
the hope that after peace comes 
such laws as the Sherman anti-trust: 
act would be put aside. “Let our 
Legislatures free our statute books 
of cant,” he said. 

“New phases of National Develop- 
ment” was the subject of Hughes’ 
address. America entered the war, 
he declared,.only “because it is es- 
sential to our safety that the preten- 
tions of brute force should be de- 
feated,”’ and because the nation “‘can- 
not live in peace and security unless 
there is firmly established among the 
nations the reign of law." 

The selective service law was des- 
tined to effect “a new sense of indl- 
vidual obligation on the part of those 
thus compelled to serve it,” Hughes 
said. There was likely to be, he add- 
ed, “in the case of many who have 
misconceived our institutions, and 
their duty, a new appreciation of the 
power of our Government.” 


Hughes continued: “We are wit- 
nessing the most extraordinary ad- 
Justments of business to the demands 
of war. Out of this extraordinary 
laboratory will come new methods— 
new discoveries. We are not going 
to be made over in this war, but we 
shall have a new grasp on realities. 
Is it too much to expect that we have 

_@ saner attitude toward business, to- 
ward the necessary activities which 
afford the basis of progress, toward 
Organization of industry, of trans- 
portation, of labor?

How American Steamer 
Fought U-Boat for 4 Hours 
Until Destroyer Arrived 


Gun Crew of Luckenbach Commended by Navy 
Department for Sticking to Posts in Face 
of Heavy Shell-Fire. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (By A 
P.).—How the naval gun crew of 
the American steamer J. L. Lucken- 
bach successfully fought off for 
four hours the attacks of a German 
submarine until a destroyer racing 
to the steamer’s rescue forced the U- 
boat to submerge is told in detail to- 
day in an official account by the 
Navy Department. 

The engagement took place Oct. 
19, when the vessel was on the way 
to a French port. The U-boat sub- 
jected the merchant craft to a heavy 
shell fire which injured seven men, 
started a small blaze aboard and 
temporarily put the engines out of 
commission. 


“Don’t surrender,” flashed’ the 
commander of the American de- 
stroyer that caught the Lucken- 
bach's distress call. “Never,” was 


the laconic reply. 

All members of the armed guard 
have been commended by the Navy 
Department for gallantry in action, 
and the commander has been given 
the temporary warrant of boatswain 
in recognition of his services, 

The official account follows: 

“At 7:30 a. m. the after lookout 
on the Luckenbach reported a steam- 
er on the beam. The commander of 
the armed guard sighted her him- 
self about one point forward of the 
port beam. Upon looking at the 
steamer, which appeared very sus- 
picious through the glasses, a sail 
appeared on her. Both guns were 
trained on the steamer. The armed 
guard commander then went aloft to 
obtain a better view. 
half-way up, the supposed steamer 
turned out to be a submarine and 
opened fire, 


Luckenbach Opens Fire. 
“The Luckenbach immediately 
opened fire with both guns. The 
first two or three shots fired by the 
submarine fell about 2000 yards 
short. She was firing at long range. 
The Luckenbach’s shots also fell 
short. As the submarine appeared to 
be closing in the captain was told 
to put the stern of the Lucken- 
bach to her, which he did. The dis- 
tress signals were sent out by wire- 
less. 
“The submarine closed in to about 
2000 yards. Early in the battle one 
shot from the submarine landed on 
the deck forward on the port side 
and exploded in the gun crew quar- 
ters, starting a fire which partially 
destroyed the quarters and burned 
the effects of the gun crews. ‘The 
same shot burst the fire main. The 
fire main was blocked off and water 
finally got to the fire. Steam was 
also turned on the flames. Shortly 
after the first shot landed another 
shot struck the Quartermaster’s room 
without doing much damage. 
“A shot landed near the stern and 
exploded, putting the after gun out of 
commission. 
“At least 225 rounds were fired by 
the submarine, out of which there 
were only nine clean hits, the com- 
mander reports. Pieces of shell were 
falling all around the deck. Two

putting a large hole in the side, one. 


landed on the port side at the water 
line, hitting the fresh water tank and 
destroying most of the fresh water 
supply. Another landed in the petty 
officers’ messroom and exploded, 
putting the ash hoist out of commis- 
sion and burstinz the steam pipe;

B 
one of the gun crew, was going up 
the forward ladder carrying ammuni- 
tion when the shell that landed in 
the Quartermaster’s room exploded, 
the fumes from the shell blinding 
him for about two hours. 

“The distress callg sent out had 
been answered by a United States 
destroyer at 8:10, which was asked 
how quickly it could arrive at the 
scene. Two hours, was the reply. 

“The Captain of the Luckenbach 
said: Too late. Look for boats. 
Don’t surrender, came back the mes- 
sage, and the Luckenbach replied: 
Never! 

“At about 11 a. m. smoke was 
sighted on the horizon. The vessel 
was headed toward the smoke to 
lessen the distance the destroyer 
would have to come. It was short- 
ly after this that the engines were 
temporarily put ou: of commission 
by an explosive shell. At about 11:3¢ 
the destroyer fired her first shot at 
the submarine, which submerged 10 
minutes later. 


Fired for Four Hours. 

“The Luckenbach had commenced 
firing about 7:40 and ceased firing at 
11:40, 202 rounds being fired at the 
submarine. 

“The ship’s crew behaved credit- 
ably, no trouble being experienced in 
getting them to pass ammunition 
the commander of the armed guard 
reports. 

“The firemen stayed below. Gre. 
praise is due the armed guard for 
the manner in which they performed 
their duty. The men stationed at 
the guns never flinched. When the 
after gur was put out of commission 
the after pointers came to the -for- 
ward guns and relieved one another 
as 167 rounds were fired out of the 
forward gun.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (By -A. 
P,).—Food rioting in Vienna on New 
Year’s day is described in a dispatch 
received here today from Switzer- 
land. When the authorities an- 


nounced that 500 Servian pigs would 
be put on sale at 75 cents a pound 
more than 20,000 people assembled 
outside the market, most of them re- 
maining throughout the New Year's 
eve in intense cold for the chance to 
buy. 

In the morning, the dispatch says, 
the crowd lost its patience, broke 
through the police lines and invaded 
the market where many persons 
were wounded before the supply of 
pigs was exhausted. 

Then crowds are said to have 
marched through the streeets de- 
nouncing the municipal authorities 
and the Imperial Government.

WAR AIMS OF U. 8. 


St. Louis Members of Party Noti- 
fied to Gather at Sheldon 
Memorial Tomorrow. 


SUPPORTED 


PRESIDENT 


Portion of Message Dealing With 
Russia Especially Received 
With Accord. 


The Executive Committee of the 
St. Louis Socialist party has sent out 
notice of a meeting of Socialists at 
2:30 p. m. tomorrow, at Sheldon 
Memorial, called to indorse Presi- 
dent Wilson’s war aims as embodied 
in his speech to Congress. The no- 
tice quotes that part of the message 
dealing with assistance to be ren- 
dered the Russian people in the at- 
tainment of liberty and peace as the 
spirit in which Socialists throughout 
the world are in hearty accord, and 
states that it is the duty of Socialists 
to support the President’s ideas to 
the utmost. Irwin St. John Tucker 
of Chicago, Socialist writer and ora- 
tor, will make the principal address. 

When the United States entered 
the war the local Socialists held a 
meeting at which this action was de- 
nounced as undemocratic. 

Dr. Gustave Lippmann, 4668 Ber- 
lin avenue, a leading loca] Socialist 
and author of the notice of tomor- 
row’s meeting, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last evening that the meet- 
ing here is intended to force the 
hand of Socialists all over the world 
to a due recognition of the “radical 


principles of the President of the 
United States.”’ 
Ideals Should Be Indorsed. 
“Socialists have nothing to do 


with war,” Dr. Lippmann explained, 
“and I ‘will not say that it is neces- 
sary to fight for the ideals promul- 
gated by President Wilson; yet we 
should indorse these ideals because 
they are Socialistic. 

“We did not want to see this 
country enter the war, and yet we 
felt that it was a good sign when it 
did so, as the conflict provided a 
place for Wilson at the peace table 
in the parleys to come. We believe, 
however, that Wilson could have 
forced peace with the economic 
power of this country as a club. But 
since Wilson is a radical President 
and exactly expresses our ideas, the 
Socialist party should hasten to sup- 
port his war aims. 

President’s Stand Approved. 

‘We want peace such as outlined 
by President Wilson; not a British 
peace, such as suggested by Lloyd 
George, who demands the return 
of Alsace-Lorraine to France. 
President Wilson demands only rep- 
aration’ for Alsace-Lorraine. The 
British Labor Party, which is two- 
thirds Socialistic, has endorsed our 
President’s war aims, but it re- 
mained silent on the demands of 
Lloyd George. President Wilson 
says we shoul dassist Russia; Lloyd 
George declares Russia should be 
left to its fate. We believe every 
assistance should be extended the 
Russian people in their struggles for 
liberty. We should not abandon 
Russia to the designs of German 
imperialism.” ° 

Dr. Lippmann said there are 1500 
paying members of the Socialist 
party in St. Louis who have been 
notified to attend the meeting, and 
that another meeting, possibly a 
week hence, will be held at the 
Odeon to make plans for systematic 
co-operation with the President in 
attaining his ideals.

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WRITER CRITICISES BROOKINGS

An application to the State Public Service Com- 
mission for authority to issue $1,000,000 of bonds 
and $1,500,000 more of its preferred stock is re- 
ported at Jefferson City to have been made by 
the Union Electric Light and Power Co. of St. 
Louis. 

Any attempt on the part of a utility company 
to increase its capital charges, especially a com- 
pany that seems already to stand on a rather lib- 
eral financial basis, always raises a question of the 
greatest interest and importance to the commu- 
nity which the utility serves. It is to be assumed 
that the State Board will consider the application 
with a full consciousness of all that the question 
in this case involves. 

During the past year the company has sold one 
issue of $1,000,000 worth of 7 per cent preferred 
stock and a second issue, offered later in the year, 
is understood to be nearly all sold. If the further 
issues are authorized and marketed, it will make 
a total increase in the company’s capitalization 
securities of $4,500,000 since last spring. It is 
represented that the new issues, as well as the 
$2,000,000 issue of 1917, is to “reimburse” the com- 
pany for recent improvements and betterments of 
various sorts.

Money Savers for the Housewife 
By Andre Dupont. 


ANY women who pride them- 
M selves on thelr economy 

nevertheless waste a good 
deal of rnoney on unnecessary gas by 
running the oven in their stoves at 
too high a temperature. The baker 
who undertake to run his over with- 
ysut knowing the exuct degree of tem- 
perature required for bread, cake, 
pies, etc., would soon be bankrupt, 
‘because he must maintain the stand- 
ard of his products or else go out of 
business, and so he uses a thermome- 
ter that is made especially for that 
purpose. 

Some housewives test the oven 
heat by putting the hand inside and 
holding it there a moment. This is 
an unreliable method, for the hand 
gets so used to heat that it is not very 
sensitive. Others place a little flour 
in a pan and if the flour browns 
quickly, know that the oven is hot, 
while still others put strips of white 
paper in the oven and notice the time 
they take to change color. 

But the great majority just guess 
at the amount of heat and therefore 
they never can tell whether their 
meat or cake is going to be cooked 
all through or burned on the top and 
'raw in the middle. But any woman 
who does much cooking will find it 
will be to her advantage to buy a 
thermometer, for it will soon pay for 
itself several times over in the gas 
it will save as well as the food. 

The amount of gas burned depends 
a good deal upon the stove, some gas

fis better to have the match wait than 
the gas burn unnecessarily. Open 
both oven doors before lighting the 
pilot which lights the oven burners 
and be careful to see that the pilot 
is turned off just as soon as the burn- 
ers are all lighted. 

It usually takes about six minutes 
to get an ordinary gas oven to the 
right degree of temperature for put- 
ting in a roast of meat or a loaf of 
bread. Close the door while the heat 
is being generated so that it will heat 
quicker and also so that the slight 
odor of gas that often attends this 
operation may be carried away be- 
fore the door is again opened.

The best temperature for roasting 
meat is 465 degrees Fahrenheit and 
the same degree of heat will serve 
for large fowl or turkey. Bread needs 
from 400 to 450 degrees and biscuits 
exactly the same heat. Pies and 
fancy pastry from 350 to 400; layer 
cake 3290 to 375 degrees, loaf ceke, 
according to the variety, from 175 to 
200: cookies from 275 to 300, angel 
cake from 250 to 300. 

N baking bread, roasting meat, 
making cake, cookies, etc., al- 
ways place them on the lower grate, 
placed about six inches from the 
floor of the oven. Never try to roast 
or bake anything by putting it on 
the floor of the oven, for there 
should always be a space of several 
inches between the bottom of the 
oven and the pan in which anything 
is cooked. Since in most ovens the 
top is the hottest part anything that 
needs to be quickly browned should 
be put near the top, while the dish 
that requires long, slow cooking 
should be placed on the grate a few 
inches from the bottom. 

Always adjust the grate In the 
proper position before turning on the 
gas. Light the match before turning 
on the gas in your oven lighted, for 
matches are cheaper than gas and it
